Declaring that so far as adequate 
light was concerned New Yorkers 
were living like cave dwellers,. Law- 
rence Veiller, Secretary of the Na- 
tional Housing Association, told the 
Commission on Revision of Tene- 
ment House Laws at a hearing yes- 
terday that no city in the world had 
such inadequate housing as New 
York, 

Mr. Veiller, who was a member 
of the commission appointed by Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt to draft the new 
tenement house laws of 1901, made 
suggestions for revision which he ad- 
mitted were in the nature of a ‘‘radi- 
cal, almost revolutionary, doctrine.’’ 
These included study of the prob- 
lem of light and ventilation, with 
the possibility of 3 ending a 
law making it sory. for. build- 
ers to equip all new houses with 
window glass that allows the ultra- 
violet rays to penetrate. 

The commission should, said Mr. 
Veiller, also consider whether it was 
feasible at this time to propose that 
no dwelling to be erected hereafter 
should exceed two rooms.in depth, 
so that one room could face a street 
and the other the court, both hav- 
ing direct access to the outer air. 

The time has come, Mr. Veiller 
said, for the State to take as great 
a step forward in housing as it did 
more than twenty-five years ago. 
There was no greaticity in Europe 
and only a few in the.United States 
where there was. such a problem 
with to light and air as in 
New York, he declared. 

Urges More Light and Air. 


Pointing out that since builders 
were allowed to erect six-story tene 
ments the tendency was to erect 
nearly all to that height, Mr. Veil- 
ler suggested that houses in Queens, 


Brooklyn, Richmond and in some 
of the Bronx might be limited 
four stories.

WEALTHY RECLUSE 
FOUND DEAD IN HOME 


Charles F. King Discovered in 
Brooklyn House Where. He 
Had Lived 27 Years. 


BELIEVED A VICTIM OF GAS 


Once Leading Mining Engineer, 
Retired When Wife Died—Left 
$500,000 to $1,000,000. 


Charles Francis King, reported to 
have been worth between $500,000 
and $1,000,000, was found dead yes- 
terday afternoon in the basement of 
his house at 49 Prospect Street, 
Brooklyn, where he had lived alone 
for the last twenty-seven years. It 
is believed he was accidentally as- 
phyxiated. 

He owned the house in which he 
lived and also the one adjoining at 
47, both being connected by an in- 
terior doorway. The thirty rooms of 
the two houses were furnishéd 
valuable work of art, paintin 
bric-a-brac and the like, but he lived 
in the basement kitchen and ate his 


‘meals in the dining room of 49. The 


other rooms were covered with dust, 
and as far as is known no one save 


the owner had set foot in them’ for 
more than a quarter of a century. 
The entrance to the er og at 47 
Prospect Street was closed and 
the ement entrance of was 
cemented so that only one person at 
a time could enter, and then only 
by coming in sideways. 

In the kitchen a calendar with 
each day marked off in pencil, the 
last having been crossed on May 25, 
indicated that he died on May 26. 
He was found by Policeman John 
Riorcan of the Poplar Street Sta- 
tion after persons living in the 
neighborhood had smelled gas and 
missed him for several days and had 
seen the morning and evening news- 
papers scattered near the door.

BIG PROBLEM FOR POLICE 





Fear an Uncontrollable Crowd 
Might Mar Reception—Elab- 
orate Precautions Taken. 


New York ts preparing for the 
most uproarious reception ever given 
to a rétufning* hero when Captain 
Charles A. Lindbergh comes here 
Monday, and so great are the crowds 
expected to be that warnings have 
beén ‘sent to Lindbergh not to fly 
here from Washington in his fa- 
mous airplane. In a radio dispatch 
yesterday he disagreed with the 
warning, but it was repeated. : 

It. is felt. that if he tries to land 
at Miller Field it will be physically 
impossible to keep the crowds in 
check and that a tragedy may occur 
t' mar his homecoming. If 200.000 
people start forward, the little force 
of 3,000 policemen and other Na- 
tional Guardsmen might be swept 
aside like straws, Police Commis- 
sioner Warren feels. Also, the po- 
licemen will be badly needed in Man- 
hattan later to take care of the 
crowds during the reception and 
parade. 


Second Message to Lindbergh. 


The suggestion that Lindbergh 
send his airplane on to New York 
by train and fly up in an amphibian 
plane which would land him in the 
water was met with disapproval! by 
Lindbergh. He wirelessed from the 
Memphis: 

“Not advisable to ship. plane by 
train. Crowd can be avoided by not 
publishing time or place of landing.” 

To_this.Grover Whalen, Chairman 
of the Mayor’s Welcome Committee. 
replied: 

“Sorry to disagree with you, but 
you will complicate New York’s plan 
if you fly to Miller Field in your 
Own plane. Police Commissioner 
wishes me to emphasize that police 
problem i in connection with the city’s 
plans for your welcome is a difficult 
one, and joins me in requesting you 
to reconsider your present intention 
to use your own plane.”

CHAMBERLIN IN SCHEME 


Declare They Intend to Use 
New Type of Multiple-Engined 
Plane Carrying 2,000 Pounds.

BERLIN, June 9.—Charles A. 
Levine declared today that he and 
Clarence D. Chamberlin planned a 
regular transatlantic aerial service, 
using multi-motored machines capa- 
ble of carrying 2,000. pounds each. 

Levine stated that he was ready to 
put $2,000,000 into the scheme and 
that both he and Chamberlin 
thought it could become operative 
within a year. 

The plans envisaged ‘by by the two 
men who spanned the Atlantié-from 
New York to Germany in the Bel- 
lanca monoplane Columbia would 
provide for regular’ transoceanic 
lines from America to various points 
in Europe.

Colvin. Says Levine Refused to 
Permit Test Before Take-Off 
on Atlantic Flight. 


Charles H. Colvin, President of the 
Pioneer Instrument Company of 
Brooklyn, manufacturer of the earth 
inductor compass to which Captain 
Lindbergh attributed his accurate 
navigation in his Paris flight and 
on the failure of which Clarence D. 
Chamberlin and Charles A. Levine 
place the blame for deviations from 
their course in the flight to Ger 


‘|many, said yesterday that his com- 


pany was investigating the state- 
ment of Chamberlin and Levine. 

‘Mr. Levine was greatly put out 
when the Pioneer Instrument Com- 
pany insisted that they be paid for 
their instruments, despite the fact 
that they were to be used on a rec 
ord-seeking trip,’’ said Mr. Colvin. 
Sines he thought that he should 
not be asked to pay for their instal 
lation, I am not surprised that Mr. 
Levine does not.give a favorable re 
port of the instrument, despite the 
fact that it got him across. 

“A week before they took off we 
sought opportunity to go over the 
instruments, in particular the earth 
inductor compass. Brice Goldsbor- 
ough, Vice President of the com- 
pany and an expert on this type of 
compass, went out to the field the 
night before they took off, with the 
intention of giving the instruments 
a final check-up. In both cases Mr. 
Levine refused to permit this work. 

“At 3 o’clock of the morning on 
which they took off we got in touch 
with Mr. Levine by telephone and 
for the last time sought permission 
to go over the instruments. Our 
man told him that in preparing for 
such a long flight no detail should 
be neglected. Again he declined. 
There would have been no charge in 
connection with this work and his 
refusal mystified me. 

‘I do not understand his statement 
that the com went ‘wild.’ The 
compass consists of a generator run 
by a little windmill in the tail and 
a galvanometer on the instrument 
board. One of its characteristics 
is that it either works perfectly or 
doesn’t work at all. Either the in- 
dicator needle would show the direc- 
tion of the plane, or it would rest 
at dead centre. If there were a 
broken connection a spring would 
pull the indicator to dead centre and 
it would be perfectly obvious that 
it was not working.’’ 

Mr. Colvin said that he received 
yesterday a report from Paris giving 
an account of the behavior of the 
earth inductor compass on Captain 
Lindbergh’s plane. The report re- 
count: | that souvenir hunters had 
torn off a blade of the windmill, he 
said; that it had been replaced and 
that inspection of the entire compass 
equipment showed it to be perfect 
and requiring no attention. 

He added that a representative of 
the company had been ordered by 
cable to inspect the compass on the 
Columbia while it is in Berlin, “‘if 
Mr. Levine will let‘ him,” and tha 
he could then give an explanation 
of its failure. to function. 

The earth inductor compass, per- 
fected by Maurice Titterington, has 
been praised by civilian, army and 
navy aviation experts as one of the 
greatest single aids to long distance 
aviation, because, unlike the mag- 
netic compass, it is not influenced 
by the motor of the airplane and 
does not flutter like a magnetic com- 
pass.

Flying Situation Abroad. 


In the brief period that I was in 
Europe I had but litttle time to in- 
quire into the progress andecondition 
of European aviation. There were, 
however, several things which were 
outstanding in comparison with our 
own aeronautical activity in the 
United States. 

Natural flying conditions are much 
better in America than in Europe. 
Yet, whereas, there is a network 
of passenger air lines between vari- 
ous European cities we have only a 
very few popular passenger routes. 
These operate over comparatively 
short distances and obtain their 
greatest revenue from tourist traf- 
fic rather than regular business. 

Nevertheless, we derive the ad- 
vantage of being able to fly long dis- 
tances without crossing international 
borders, with attending complica- 
tions, and time in America is of 
much more value than time in Eu- 
rope. If there is a sufficient volume 
of passenger traffic to warrant reg- 
ular operation of large European air 
lines, then certainly we should sup- 


‘port a system of air communication 


second to none in the world. 
European Lines Subsidized. 
There is, however, something to be 
said on the side of American avia- 
tion in this connection, for, while 


more insecure every where than in 
the United States, and lack of it 


should prove a determining factor 


in the development of American com- 
mercial aviation, since it will not 
have to advance with one eye con- 


stantly directed toward military re- 


quirements. 


The greatest military asset of 


civilian aviation is available trained 
pilots. Fighting planes can be built 
in much less time than it requires 
to train pilots to fly them and com- 
mercial airplane factories with their 
experienced personnel need very 
little conversion to produce fighting 
planes. 


Urges Strong Defense Force. 


The fact that planes are built more 
quickly than pilots can be trained 
should not be construed to mean that 
it is unnecessary for us to keep 
enough military ships on hand for 
defensive purposes. It would re- 
quire months to produce any large 
number of fighting planes and with- 
out a strong defense a decisive blow 
could be struck before we had our 
first emergency production in the 
air. 

We do not need a subsidy for avia- 
tion in Amerca, for although it 
would undoubtedly create a number 
of airplanes almost over night, they 
would be organized in such a way 
that their growth and existence 
would be regulated by the subsidy, 
and eventually our aviation would be 
retarded rather than advanced by 
being subsidized. 

That it is entirely possible to oper- 
ate properly organized and non-sub- 
sidized air transportation. systems 
has been proved by the air mail lines 
now in existence in the United 
States. 

At present probably the most 
pressing need for aviation in the 


United States are airports. With a 


suitable landing field near every 
town and city the number of air 
lines and privately owned planes 
would increase tremendously. 


Europe’s Great Air Ports. 


We have a great deal to learn 
from Europe regarding the creation 
of these air terminals, There are 
no fields in America that even com- 
pare with the famous Le Bourget 
Air Station just outside Paris, Croy- 
don, the great London air terminal, 
and the Templehofer, which serves 


Berlin’s vast complicated system of 


airways converging on the German 
metropolis. 

These stations, two of which I 
have had the opportunity to observe 
in some detail, represent the last 
word in airport development. In any 


of the three you can find the precision 


of a big railway station, with planes 
from as many as twenty different 
cities and seven or eight countries 
arriving and departing on schedule 
time. Ample provision has been 
made for the comfort of arriving and 
departing passengers. In fact, all 
the usual conveniences provided by 
a railway station are to be found in 
these aero terminals. 

In conclusion, I feel that America 
would do well to study earnestly the 
present high state of development of 
European aviation. In the first 
place the European public appear 
educated to a point where they pat- 
ronize the airways sufficiently to 
make them worth while and in case 
any of these lines are run at a loss 
the Governments make up the dif- 
ference by subsidies. _ 

The American public must be 
schooled along these lines, although 
I am sure that as soon as we have 
the air lines patronage will soon 
follow.

A visit from .the transatlantic 
fliers will be an event of much more 
importance here than it would be to 
the people of other capitals. Aus- 
trians have become accustomed to 
their st-war lack of international 
impo ce, so that the announce- 
ment of the coming of the heroes of 
the ocean flight has already awak- 
ened in them a new interest in them- 
selves and in things foreign. 

The Government officials, who will 
be hosts to the visitors, and almost 
every society and club in the city 
began preparations this afternoon 
for a tic welcome. Scores of 
requests to entertain Chamberlin and 
Levine during the three days they 
will stay in Vienna have alread 
been lodged with the Government, 
and demands have been made by 
thousands for tickets to the opera, 
banquets and receptions at which 
the fliers will be entertained. 


Minister Hurries to Vienna. 


Both airmen“are coming here from 
Berlin as guests of the Government, 
which has placed the old imperial 
suite in the city’s finest. hotel at 
their disposal. This is the suite oc- 
cupied by the American round-the- 
world fliers when they landed in 
Vienna in 1924. 

Albert Washburn, the American 
Minister, who is on a vacation on 
the Mediterranean, is hurrying to 
Ragus in order to arrive in Vienna 
in time to receive the visitors. If 


Mr. Washburn can arrive here in 
time the airmen will be. guests at 
the Embassy, but meanwhile the 
Government has the imperial suite 
awaiting them. 

Three days of entertainment will 
begin immediately the plane lands at

W. V. Rowe Testifies Sister-in-Law 
Signed Waiver of Citation. 


Surrogate O’Brien reserved deci- 
sion yesterday in the action brought 
by Mrs. Mary E.. Clewell of Boston 
to revoke letters testamentary issued 
to her brother-in-law, William V. 
Rowe of Newton, Mass., so that she 
can contest his wife’s will.

it echoed through the court room. 
Mr. Rowe testified that his first 
wife, Dr. Anna Forrest Rowe, ‘‘the 
first woman physician to practice in 
Brooklyn,” died on Sept. 18, 1920, 
leaving an estate estimated to be 
worth $130,000. By the terms of her 
will, the husband inherited it all. 
He testified that Mrs. Clewell, who 
was living in his household, signed 
the waiver of citation to the probate 
of the will in a notary’s office in his 
presence.

Among other assets of the estate 
which came to the executrix were 
stocks purchased by Mr. Straight in 
1916, 1917 and 1918 at an aggregate 
cost of $2,414,978.60. The stocks were 
appraised at $2,,158,510 by appraisers 
appointed by the Surrogate Court of 
Nassau County and that was the 
fair market value of the stocks at 
the time of Mr. Straight’s death. 

No Federal estate tax was paid by 
Mrs. Straight as executrix as Mr.

Dr. J. R. Stevenson Counsels New 
Missionaries at Conference, 


““Holy boldness’’ on the part of for- 
eign missionaries was advocated by 
the Rev. Dr: J. Ross Stevenson, Pres-

Dr. Stevenson cautioned the re- 
cruits from committing on the mis- 
sion field what he called ‘‘the re- 
spectable sins.’ He said these were 
“egotism, jealousy, bigotry, discon- 
tentment, an evil temper and a false 
tongue.

SMOOT THE SANGUINE,. 

Senator Smoot of Utah has not 
been known as an unblinking op- 
timist. On the contrary, his reputa- 
tion in political affairs and partic- 
ularly in matters of legislation has 
been. that. of a too quick despairer. 
Time and again he has given.up a 
contest inthe Senate ‘before it was 
really lost, and more than. once 
has announced despondently that a 
thing could not be done which it 
later appeared both could be and 
was. Just now, however, the Sen- 
ator fairly radiates hopeful predic- 
tions. The first is that President 
COOLIDGE will call the new Congress 
in extra session by Oct. 1, or a little 
afterward. It has to be added that 
this forecast promptly got a cold 
douche poured upon it from the 
President’s Private Secretary. He 
told the Washington correspondents 
that Mr. COooLipce had not yet 
decided to summon Congress. . This 
was given out, it was carefully ex- 
plained, not by way of “ contradict- 
ing Senator Smoot,” but only that 
the public might not be misled. Sen- 
ator SMooT may think that this is 
@ queer way of backing up a party 
supporter, but if he lets that pass, 
others may. 

What stands out in his prophecy 
regarding what Congress. will do, 
whenever it takes up its work, is 
his rosy anticipation of great dili- 
gence in rapidly completing legisla- 
tion.. Senator Smoor thinks that the 


general deficiency bill which failed, 
on account of the filibuster in the 
last Congress, will be enacted by 
the new one without a moment’s de- 
lay.

TO EXPLORE BAFFIN LAND. 
More adventure and fun, not to 


navigator, will again be in com- 
mand of the power schooner Mor- 
rissey. “ Our trip this year,” says 
Mr. PUTNAM, “ will take us to the 
“little known and virtually unex- 
“plored west coast of Baffin Land, 
“or, as it is now called, Baffin 
“Island,” Since WILLIAM BAFFIN of 
London explored the bay that bears 
his name in 1616 Baffin Land has 
remained almost terra incognita. 
Now included in the Franklin dis- 
trict of Canada, it has an area of 
about 236,000 square miles and ex- 
tends over twelve degrees of latitude 
to 74. To the eye it is barren and 
inhospitable. It has been tagged by 
explorers with many names. Thus 
the northwestern part has been 
known as Cockburn Land, the west 
as Fox Land, the east as North Gal- 
loway. A peninsula furthest east 


* has been called Cumberland and 
ij Penny Land. The extreme south was 


for a long time marked on maps as 
Meta Incognita. 

Sir MARTIN FROBISHER, who sought 
the Northwest Passage in 1576, was 
responsible for Meta Incognita. In 
fact, Baffin should be known as 
Frobisher Land by right of discov- 
ery, for it was that Northwest Pas- 
sage pioneer who on July 29, 1576, 
sighted high land, which was the 
southern part of what came to be 
known forty years later as Baffin 
Land. FROBISHER called it Queen 
Elizabeth’s Foreland. An inlet that 
he entered with high hopes he 
named Frobisher Bay. But it proved 
not to be “the strait of the North- 
west Passage.” He took back to 
England a large stone with peculiar 
markings. It was supposed to con- 
tain gold ore. London at once had 
the gold fever and preparations were 
made to send a hundred diggers 
to Meta Incognita. From another 
expedition FROBISHER returned with 
bulk of “ore” in his hold. But it 
was dross. 

BAFFIN, too, had dreams of passing 
through a Northwest Passage to the 
Pacific. In 1616, as pilot of the 
Discovery, he worked his way 
through Davis Strait and broke into 
the great sheet of water that was 
to be known as Baffin Bay. The 
straits that made out of the head of 
it he named Lancaster, Smith and 
Jones Sounds, after patrons of his 
voyages. On that of 1616 he reached 
what was the furthest north for 236 
years, latitude T7 degrees. More 
than 200 years later Sir EDWARD 
Parry found the tidal and astronom- 
ical observations of BAFFIN remark- 
ably accurate. The London navigator 
did not get full credit for his ex- 
plorations. In fact, he came to be 
regarded as a romancer, and it 
seems to have been necessary for 
Ross to rediscover the discoveries 
of plain WILLIAM BAFFIN. 

The Putnam expedition of 1927, 
equipped as that of last year with 
radio, plans to pass through Hudson 
Strait to the Fox Basin, and then 
to penetrate the interior of Baffin 
Island. Like WILLIAM BAFFIN, it 
may be said to have patrons, for the 
American Geographical Society, the 
Heye Foundation, the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History and the 
Buffalo Society of Natural Sciences 
will have interest in its work. Mo- 
tion picture equipment as well as 
radio will add to the pleasure and 
profit of the explorers. Mr. PUTNAM 
and his comrades will have a bully 
time, and when they return the 
world will probably know more about 
Baffin Land than it had learned ip 
three centuries.

MOTOR VEHICLE ACCIDENTS. 

The best minds in the legal pro- 
fession are. working on the Commit- 
tee on Court Congestion. It has rec- 
ommended a highway compensation 
tribunal to take over the automobile 
accident damage suits. They are 
clogging court calendars. The com- 
mittee found that 70 per cent. of 
damage suits of all kinds grow out 
of automobile accidents. The Munic- 
ipal Court, “ the poor man’s court,” 
has been overwhelmed by such 


The committee concluded that a

proposed recalls the bill introduced 
at Albany by Senator NATHAN 
STRAUS Jr. It failed of passage last 
year for various, reasons, some of 
which were insincere; as, for in- 
stance, the objection that liability 
insurance by companies would be 
abolished.

FOREIGN CONCESSIONS IN RUSSIA. 

Part of the British Government's 
case for cutting off official relations 
with Russia was that business with 
that country is not essentially de- 
pendent upon trade agreements and 
recognition of the Soviet Govern- 
ment. The signal example, of course, 
is the United States, which has no 
official relations with Moscow, but 
sells to Russia in considerable 
quantities according to Russia’s 
needs and buys very little from Rus- 
sia in accordance with our own re- 
quirements. Even more striking an 
illustration of foreign enterprise in 
Russia depending on internal Rus- 
sian factors is the checkered career 
of the famous Harriman manganese 
concession. Mr. HARRIMAN secured 
the right to operate the Chiaturi 
mines in Transcaucasia in 1925 after 
prolonged negotiations. Difficulties 
seem to have set in soon after work 
was begun. Only now is it reported 
that a new understanding has been 
arrived at, including a revision of 
the original contract as demanded 
by the concessionary. 

Possibly it is an ex-parte state- 
ment of the controversy that is 
transmitted in a special Berlin dis- 
patch to THE NEW YORK TIMES and 
a Moscow dispatch to The New York 
Evening Post. Both stories contain 
a charge of what is close to duplicity 
on the part of the Soviet Govern- 
ment. It was a main consideration 
in the original contract that Mr. 
HARRIMAN would be enabled to con- 
trol the manganese market. The 
Moscow Government, once the con- 
tract was signed, set to work in con- 
junction with a German firm to 
exploit rival mines at Nicopol, in 
Southern Russia, with the result that 
the value of the Chiaturi concession 
was seriously impaired. Mr. HARRI- 
MAN asked for a revision of other 
stipulations in the contract which 
experience showed were too onerous. 
By the new agreement his royalties 
to the Soviet Government are pared 
down and he is relieved of the obli- 
gation to construct a new railroad to 
the Black Sea. Presumably he has 
also got a guarantee @zainst the 
exactions of the Labor Department 
of the Government in the interest of 
the mine employes. 

The full record may show that the 
Soviet Government was not guilty of 
double-dealing. Probably basic was 
the difficulty which underlies the 
entire.economic policy of a Govern- 
ment which is at war with capital- 
ism and wooes capitalists. Russian 
private enterprise has suffered even 
more than outside capital from a 
confused policy of concessions and 
retreats, of giving today and taking 
away tomorrow. Bitter necessity in 
1921 impelled LENIN to tolerate pri- 
vate trade in the form of the New 
Economic Policy. As the private 
traders rushed into the economic 


“ Nepman ” whom LENIN summoned 
to save the country from utter paral- 
ysis began to be harried with taxes 
and discriminations. Since then, ac- 
cording to the shifting needs of the 
moment, private enterprise has been 
tolerated or knocked about. Of sus- 


tained and courageously applied pol- 
icy there has been very little. It is 

























furnishing protection ‘and 
firewood for the farms. Elsewhere 
interest in forestry has led to the 
custom of planting trees frequently, 
and of developing and improving ex- 
isting stands of timber.. In order 
to encourage this work, the Forest 
Service of the Department of Agri- 
culture has just published a hand- 
book for teachers which outlines in 
simple form practical methods of 
studying trees and forests, and all 
the problems connected with them, 
in the different grades in the schools. 
Clearly and attractively written and 
beautifully illustrated, it urges that 
wherever possible instruction be 
based on a study of the trees in the 
school neighborhood, which are to 
be followed through the seasons, 
and their characteristics learned. 
From them it is a natural transi- 
tion to the study of the economic 
value of forests and the kindred 
problems of reforestation and of the 
proper use and protection of the 

Here in the Bast and in the Rocky 
Mountain region and on the Pacific 
Coast children are particularly for- 
tunate in the wealth of indigenous 
trees to study, and in the ready 
accessibility of woods and forests. 
Thanks to our State park and forest 
policies, we in New York have splen- 
did stands of forest safe for the 
future. Of the important trees the 
chestnut alone has been almost 
wiped out. The oaks, white, red and 
black, remain in large numbers, as 
well as. maples, sycamores, tulip 
trees and various evergreens. In 
fact, the number of varieties is still 
very large, despite the depredation 
of early lumbermen. 

This new handbook of the Forest 
Service has as its principal purpose 
to inculcate a better knowledge of 
our common trees. Perliaps in time 
we shall go even further and, like 
the Japanese, learn to love trees for 
their own sake...Many of us have 
long had our favorites. But except 
among the disciples of BURROUGHS, 
WHITMAN, MUIR and THOREAU there 
is no openly expressed delight in 
individual trees, nor anything akin 
to the pilgrimages of the Japanese 
to especially beautiful trees when 
they are in blossom or when their 
foliage is turning. This love of na- 
ture must have been stimulated in 
Japan. Certainly among Americans 
it is more likely to be found when 
children have learned to know the 
trees intimately from early days.

CATCHING SCIENTISTS YOUNG. 

Were it not for its cumbrous 
phrasing, H. G. WELLS might be sus- 
pected of having written an adver- 
tisement which appears in Nature 
and bears the approval of Professor 
Sir ERNEST RUTHERFORD, Professor 
PERCY NUNN and J. B. S. HALDANE. 
“ Wanted—A Scientist of the First 
Order,” reads the opening sentence. 
He is wanted for a great experiment 
in education. Yet he is not to teach. 
He is “to investigate and conduct 
“the introduction of children, from 
“four and one-half to ten, to science 
“and scientific method” according 
to principles that H. G. WELLS would 
endorse. * 

The directors of the Malting 
House School of Cambridge, Eng- 
land, believe that both native fan- 
tasy and the mud-pie making in- 
stinct can be applied in leading chil- 
dren to make first-hand discoveries 
and thus acquire the impersonal sci- 
entific attitude. This is to be guided 
self-education. Apparatus is to be 
used, but apparatus very different 
from that desired by teachers. Pre- 
sumably it must be invented by the 
“scientist of the first order” to suit 
his subjects’ capacity. He must 
stand by while it is torn apart, re- 
build it, suppress such irritation as 
he may feel at the “ childishness of 
children,” and note the reactions. He 
will be hard put to it to design what 
the advertisement calls “ a fluid col- 
“lection of apparatus suitable for 
“each stage of the child’s mental 
growth.” 

This is more than the familiar 
“ object-lesson ” method of teaching. 
Not only is knowledge to be gainéd 
first-hand, but knowledge of the 
manner of acquisition. There must’ 
be no suspicion of “teaching "— 
nothing that will ever make a child 
believe that the sun is hot because 
he has been told so. Our “ scientist 
of the first order” must become a 
co-investigator to succeed in this 
task. 

A familiarity with the history of 
science and of religious beliefs is 
demanded of the successful appli-

We need not cross that bridge 
til we come to it. Future fenera- 
tions may have to burn that bridge 
behind them and venture forth with 
a faith that, though man has come 
to his high estate by a longer way 
than it was a few years ago sup- 
posed, and though he still has traces 
in his body of the seas and the 
lands he has traversed in the mil- 
lions of years since the waters 
were gathered into one place and the 
dry land appeared, “dust to dust” 
was not written of his soul. Beyond 
science’s farthest synthetic verge or 
theoretic dream lies the mysterious 
realm which faith alone can enter 
and possess, and: without which the 
finite becomes a purposeless world.

REHABILITATING REFUGEES. 


Proposed Returned-Soldier Plan Is 
Urged for Flood Victims. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Would not the necessity of getting 
the refugees of the South back to usual 
living conditions provide an oppor- 
tunity for an experiment which has 
been practically proved by the energjes 
of Danish farmers—or, at least, to de- 
velop something toward which they 
-have pointed a way? 

An agricultural plan was offered 
some years ago as a means of reha- 
bilitating the returned soldiers which 
was not made use of but which seemed 
to have much to commend it. That 
was, in essence, to have a large por- 
tion of land divided into small farms, 
even ten or twenty acres, according 
to the type of crop, the farmer of each 
being free in the development of his 
portion but having at hand the advice 
and aid of some one in general charge. 
Materials and tools would be ordered in 
bulk, and the marketing might also be 
wholesale when desired or desirable. 

Such a plan would seem to make the 
road to self-care quicker than it can 
be if each is left to struggle alone and 
without any means or materials; un- 
able to give security for loans. It is 
perfectly possible to make such a plan 
“democratic” in every good sense of 
that word, and it would prove, possi- 
bly, the most socially economic method 
of reinstating large numbers of per- 
sons whom it is desirable to reinstate. 

The idea is not new: it has been car- 
ried out here and there, partially or 
perhaps merely visioned: but, since 
these must have relief and immediate- 
ly, why is it not better to provide tools 
and a home ‘than to provide help of 
merely a monetary kind?

Chemist Turns Detective. 


Chemistry and train robbery seem 
totally unrelated. A superficial 
view would indicate that whatever 
connection there 54% be between | 
the two must be of the very frailest. 
And yet it was the work of a chemist 
at the University of California that 
started the world-wide hunt that has 
resulted in the capture of the three’ 
D’Autremont brothers for. attempting 
to rob a Southern Pacific train near 
Siskiyou, Ore. 3 

The chemist is Edward Oscar 
Heinrich of the staff of the Univer- 
sity at Berkeley. It was his careful 
analyses of a few clues left on the 
scene by the bandits which gave de- 
tectives for the first time definite 
information to work on. 

The attempted train ome which 
the chemist was asked to help ‘solve 
occurred on the night of. Oct. 11, 
1923. ‘The Southern Pacific express 
train 13, southbound across. the 
Klamath range between Oregon and 
California, was proceeding through 
the Siskiyou tunnel! near the boun- 
dary line when the bandits ‘revealed 
themselves on the tender of the 
train, covered the engineer, Sid 
Bates, and the fireman, Marvin Seng, 
and forced them to stop the train at 
the far end of the tunnel. 

As soon as the train stopped the 
robbers’ shot both men to death. 
They killed. C. O. Johnson, a brake- 
man, when he ran forward to learn 
the trouble. Then they exploded a 
charge of dynamite or nitroglycerin 
against the front end of the mail car. 
The explosion killed E. E. Dougherty, 
the mail clerk. 


Escaped But With no Loot. 


The explosion also started a fire 
that prevented the bandits from get- 


ting any loot. Under cover of steam 
that escaped from a pipe broken by 
the detonation, they got away. 

In a short time detectives. were on 
the scene.

WOUNDED MBANEY 
TELLS OF ATTACKS 


Testifies at Trial of Jersey 
Troopers That He Was Shot 
Before Siege at Farm. 


HANGING THREAT CHARGED 


Brother of Slain Woman Says He 
Was Beaten When He Asked 
for Doctor and Priest. 


' Special to The New York Times. 

FLEMINGTON, N. J., June 9.— 
The fatal wounding of his sister 
Beatrice during the ‘siege of the 
Meaney farm at Jutland on the night 
of Dec. 21 was described this after- 
noon to Judge Adam O. Robbins and 
a jury by James Meaney at the trial, 
on a charge of manslaughter, of 
fourteen State Troopers and two 
agents of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals. 

The witness told how he was shot, 
beaten and refused medical aid by 
the besiegers. He testified that he 
found. :297 bullet holes in the walls, 
doors and rooms of the Meaney 
farm after the siege, and exhibited 
to the Judge and jury bullet wounds 
and scars on his leg which he said 
resulted from the attempt to arrest 
his brother Timothy on a charge of 
mistreating cattle. 

In answer to questions by George 
K. Large, special prosecutor, Mr. 
Meaney: said he found bullet holes in 
the pots on the kitchen stove and in 
the stovepipe. He insisted that only 
two shots were fired from the 
Meaney home at the besiegers, and 
said that at no time did he or his 
brother know the attacking force 
consisted of State Troopers. 


Sister Screamed When Hit. 


He said he told: Beatrice to hide in 
a closet shortly after the firing be 
gan. He said he heard Beatrice 


scream when she was struck by a 
bullet. When the Troopers entered, 
he said, he asked that a doctor and 
priest be sent for. The request, he 
testified, was greeted with: ‘Un- 
less you stop talking we will hang 

ou to. the nearest tree.’’ He added

Mr. Meaney said that prior to the 
siege ‘three men had come-to serve 
an 8. P. C. A. warrant on his brother 
Timothy, and when he suggested 
that they come back the next day he 
was beaten. When free of his assail- 
ants, he said. his brother came out 
of the house, carrying a shotgun. 

‘*‘Don’t shoot, don’t be as low as 
they are,’’ the witness declared he 
told his brother. 

He said Timothy then ordered the 
men off the premises and they went 
out on the road. 

“T heard my sister call,’’ said Mr. 
Meaney. ‘I went toward her and I 
heard footsteps. Then came a shout, 
‘Halt!’ As I did, there was a flash 
and a shot and I was hit in the knee. 
I was helped into the house by my 
‘brother and sister. They dressed the 
wound and as I was sitting in.the 
chair I heard a crash and the shoot- 
ing began.’’

Marine and fire insurance is the
